There seems today two viewpoints 
the content music course, the one 
stressing skill technical knowledge and 
note reading, the other placing emphasis 
singing for pleasure’s sake, producing music 
from appreciation it. teacher 
experience not long deciding which 
methods elicit more enthusiasm from her 
pupils. 

“Donald and Dorabel, will you kindly 
pass Music Book X?” 

“Oh, music!” epidemic up-turned 
noses sweep the class. much if, 
some, you had offered administer dose 
arsenic. What the basis the dislike, 
least one fourth the class, notably the 
boys, evidence the music period? 


Forcible Feeding 


Let suppose that were all subjected 
technical course, the content 
which were either indifferent hostile, 
over period four years, with the in- 
ducement that would surely enjoy the 
fifth.

Certainly, boys have much musical 
talent, potentially, girls; they enjoy 
“making” music— but the wan, anemic 
type song offered them has kinship 
their needs experience.

himself sing and 
“Fairies” and the water his shoe? Our 
procedure, the insistence evaluating 
theory, well the materials used, has 
tended discourage boys’ efforts. They 
suspect that music belongs the world 
anyway! 


Possibilities Music 


Many have been bit puzzled that 
the outcomes our music courses have not 
fitted with the objectives. was 
privilege meet group girls, few 
years ago, who were interested forming

senior high school and college level, few 
the number could read sight all. 
easy imagine the difficulties trying 
sing three-part and four-part numbers 
(they wished prepare for their first 
cert”) when the group was composed, 
almost entirely, rote singers! Since 
was only substituting, turned, with the 
idea accomplishing something 
“Kyrie” Mass familiar them. 
“Here,” thought, “they will least re- 
member Mass they sang school!” 
amazement, were still laboring over 
the reading the end our prac- 
tice! Let say, too, that this was 
school where the vocal teacher had regu- 
larly and faithfully carried out full music 
program all the classrooms. What the 
answer the difficulty? quote Dr. 
Kwalwasser his Problems Public 
School Music: 

“Music has not established itself 
core subject, spite the fact that 
potentially vital the child and curricu- 
lum. music could improve the quality 
work the child could arithmetic, 
could stimulate better work spell- 
ing reading, would energizing 
force second only athletics. would 
refresh the fatigued mind the child and 
restore working condition. None,” 
complains, “have exploited music for 
these properties.” What opportunity 
lies here for achievement! 

Suppose, instead requiring over- 
emphasis theory, which, most stu- 
dents who are not future musicians, 
almost labor lost (without love) suppose 
the music program could reorganized 
allow for number supplementary 
relief periods, perhaps when introducing 
new subject. Patriotic songs are good 
choice rousing spirited response. 
other types, brief study patterns will 
show that vigorous melody, characterized 
wide intervals will suggest enterprise, 
adventure, victory. The 6/8 tempo, sug- 
gestive hunting songs, sea chanteys, boat 
songs, carries sense exhilaration; 
ascending figures series are expressive 
joy. Why not seize the opportunity 
guide elevating influence, the emotions 
that children long 
melody? For the children who are partic- 
ularly musical, and could reach greater 
difficulties theory and part singing, why 
not segregate them, order give them 
greater opportunity? quite foolish 
expect the entire group interest them- 
selves advanced work. 


Better Than Ever 


Let suggest another reason for this 
musical outlet. the New York Times, 
Ernest Hutcheson makes this plea, com- 
menting the place music the life 
today: 
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call for music. Not music usual, 
but more music and better music than ever 


music brought increasingly within the 


reach the multitudes who will need its 
divine solace grave days come.” 

obviously the duty teachers 
lead their classes spirit courage. 
Camp songs, songs good fellowship, 
rounds, humorous songs the “Limerick” 
type, well stirring selections from 
operatic numbers, not mention the folk 
songs every country, will leave little 
chance for depression, even when must 
stave off childish hysteria and morbid re- 
action more timid spirits. 

Mr. Hutcheson again says: 

“And especially call the commun- 
appointed way singing, there doubt 
that shall travel faster and more happily 
and reach our goal sooner.” 

Lest you are still unconvinced, feeling, 
perhaps, that this added burden 
carry already overcrowded program, 
let suggest the properties psychologists 
have attributed reawakens 
energies; acts calmative irritation 
and excitement; again, becomes mild 
excitant time depression. The selec- 
tion material most important, 
course. The teacher may rely upon definite 
principles suggested here, and num- 
ber good texts which deal with the effect 
music the child both from psy- 
chological and physical point view. 
Teach songs rote, you will, the 
figured system time any 
way that will quickly effective, any 
means that will stimulate the child’s affec- 
tionate interest! this the future 
musical America can and must depend! 

Let conclude suggestion with the 
advice the same musician offers teachers: 

call teachers remember that they 
are not merely giving instruction the 
technique ‘skill,’ but that imparting 
the knowledge and practice art, they are 
directing the minds and souls their 
pupils ennobling sense loveliness 
and the power express it, perhaps even 
the creation new beauty for the 
enrichment life.”

Transportation and the Child-Benefit Theory 


THE controversy which has arisen over 
the question transportation pupils 
private schools public expense, the 
issue whether the child the insti- 
tution benefited has been the major one 
involved. The problem public transporta- 
tion private school pupils would settled, 
great measure, satisfactory answer 
could found the question: “Is money 
expended for transportation and from 
school benefit the child aid the 
institution attends?” 

Those who favor free transportation for 
private school pupils believe that transporta- 
tion should given these children the 
basis that such service aid the child 
rather than the school attends; those who 
oppose free transportation for private school 
children maintain that any such provision 
benefits, indirectly least, the private in- 
stitution and, therefore, violation the 
Fourteenth Amendment the Constitution 
the United States which prohibits, through 
the “due process” clause, the expenditure 
public funds for private purpose. seems 
that the question the beneficiary the 
transportation service could settled, other 
controversies soon would eliminated. 

One the chief sources confusion 
arising from this issue the meaning the 
term, applied schools. There 
are many interpretations the word, and 
Gabel his investigation noted less than 
thirteen different criteria for defining sec- 
tarian non-sectarian view this 
fact not surprising that there 
disagreement among legislatures and courts 
what constitutes aid sectarian insti- 
tution. 


Statutes Concerning Aid Sectarian 
Schools 


The disagreement among legislatures 
whether not transportation private 
school pupils public expense use 
public money for sectarian purpose 
revealed the statutes some states which 
provide public transportation even though 
their Constitutions prohibit the use public 
funds for private purpose, while others re- 
fuse transportation private school pupils 
the theory that such expenditure 
violation their constitutional amendment 
which prohibits the use public funds fer 
private purpose. All states which, either 
statute mutual agreement between public 
and private school administrators, transport 
private school pupils public expense, also 
have statutes which forbid, expressly 
implication, the expenditure public funds 
for private sectarian purpose. 

Louisiana. The Constitution the State 
Louisiana expressly forbids the use pub- 
lic funds for aid any sectarian school.

New Jersey. The Constitution the State 
New Jersey has the following statute re- 
garding the use public funds for the sup- 
port free schools: 

The fund for the support free schools 
shall remain perpetual fund; and the in- 
come thereof shall annually appropriated 
the support public free schools and 
shall not competent for the legislature bor- 
row, appropriate use said funds, any part 
thereof for any other purpose, under any 
whatever.’ 

The New Jersey statute states that the in- 
come from the perpetual fund should used 
support the public free schools only, but 
transportation granted private school 
pupils this state the basis that the use 
this money for the pupils and not for 
the institution they attend. 

Illinois. The Constitution the State 
Illinois makes illegal supply public funds 
for aid any sectarian purpose the fol- 
lowing amendment: 

Neither the general assembly nor any county, 
city, town, township, school district, other 
public corporation shall ever make any appro- 
priation, pay from any public fund whatever, 
anything aid any church, sectarian pur- 
pose, help support sustain any school, 
academy, seminary, college, university other 
literary scientific institution controlled any 
church sectarian denomination whatever 

When the Illinois legislature 1933 enacted 
the law granting private school pupils free 
transportation under the 
those governing free transportation for 
public school children, the governor returned 
the bill unsigned but became law without 
his signature. that time the legislature be- 
lieved that the purpose the bill was 
help those parents, whose children were

The words, “directly are 
often used argument against granting 
transportation public expense private 
school pupils. Some are the opinion that 
such transportation indirect aid the 
institution. The New York statute, prohibiting 
“direct indirect” aid denominational 
school, one line and granting public trans- 
portation any school the next, offers 
interesting situation. Clearly would seem 
that New York, transportation not con- 
sidered aid, “direct indirect,” de- 
nominational school but rather thought 
benefit the child and not the school 

New Hampshire. New Hampshire its 
constitutional amendment concerning the use 
public funds for private purpose states 
that money raised taxation may ever 
used for religious school, although 
the duty the legislature encourage 
private schools.

Besides the statute the various states 
which provides transportation 
school children even though these same states 
have constitutional amendment stating that 
public money may not used aid 
private school, competent opinion has been 
expressed regarding the beneficiary free 
transportation. There has been much argu- 
ment both sides the question, and, here 
again, logic and justice must the guiding 
forces. 

Court Decisions 


the issue the one benefited trans- 
portation New York case, Judd 
vs. Board brought out the 
opinion some the judges this ques- 
tion. Judge Rippey answered the objection 
that transportation private schools not 
aid the institution, but rather aid 
the pupil. argued that this theory en- 
tirely without substance since ignores both 
the purpose the constitutional amendment 
forbidding aid denominational school, 
well the exact wording. The judge was 
the opinion that there could misunder- 
standing the words, “directly indirectly,” 
which are used the amendment prohibiting 
aid private school. 

Aid furnished “directly” could that furnished 
direct line, both literally and figuratively, 
the school itself. Aid furnished “indirectly” 
clearly embraces any contribution whomsoever 
made, circuitously, collaterally, disguised, 
otherwise not straight, open, and direct 
course for the open and avowed aid the school, 
that may the benefit the institution 
promotional its interests and benefits. Free 
transportation induces attendance 
Without pupils there could school. 
illogical say that furnishing transportation 
not aid the institution while the employ- 
ment teachers and furnishing books, ac- 
commodations and other facilities such 

the dissenting opinion expressed the 
same case, Judge Crane took the position 
that transportation not aid the school, 
but rather help the child enable 
him get and from the school his 
choice. Schools are not benefited, according 
Judge The enrollment usually 
settled before transportation provisions are 
made. The judges who agreed with Judge 
Crane saw only one benefit which might pos- 
sibly applied the institution. Some 
parents might place their children reli- 
gious school they knew that transportation 
were provided for them. However, 
not the purpose the constitutional amend- 
ment regarding the use public funds for 
public schools only thwart the schools 
where religious instruction given. 

the case just cited, the court gave the 
decision against providing transportation 
public expense children attending private 
schools. The New York Times upheld the 
opinion the court and this was answered

Would forbid these children, should 
they injured their way school, the use 
ambulance summoned from the city hos- 
pital? Would interrogate sick child and 
learning that was pupil Jewish, Quaker, 
Catholic, Lutheran school, deny medical at- 
tention public institution? Would exclude 
all such children from the public playgrounds? 
Would it, brief, deprive them any benefit 
provided the State for all children the 
State, the ground that they not attend the 
public schools? This idea borrowed from 
Hitler. The Times needs some elementary courses 
American ideals.” 

The Supreme Court Delaware, 1933, 
declared the legislative act providing free 
transportation private school pupils un- 
constitutional. The basis for this decision was 
the principle that the institution was aided and 
this aid was contrary the statute which 
denies any part the school fund aid 
private 

Free textbooks and transportation are 
usually classed together the services pro- 
vided some children help them get 
education. They are considered special 
benefits, not directly concerned with the edu- 
cational program. Therefore, any ruling which 
applied one, might, analogy, apply the 
other. 

the case, Cochran al. vs. Louisiana 
State Board Education, the constitutionality 
the statute providing free textbooks 
private schools was questioned. The Supreme 
Court the United States handed down 
decision which should guide all school au- 
thorities the interpretation the rights 
the child regard free transportation 
well free textbooks. 

One may scan the acts vain ascertain 
where any money appropriated for the pur- 
chase school books for the use any church, 
private, sectarian, even public school. The ap- 
propriations were made for the specific purpose 
purchasing school books for the use school 
children. The schools are not the beneficiaries 
these appropriations. They obtain nothing 
from them. The school children and the State 
alone are the beneficiaries.” 


Rulings Attorney Generals 


Washington. 1941, the constitutionality

Conclusion 


There disagreement among the legis- 
latures the states regarding the expendi- 
ture public funds for private sectarian 
purpose.

Some states deny any form 
aid, including public transportation 
vate school pupils, the basis that any assist- 
ance the private institution unconstitu- 
tional. This introduces the issue the 
beneficiary the transportation. the in- 
stitution benefited, then providing trans- 
stitutional according present statutory 
pronouncement regarding the use public 
funds for private sectarian purpose.

After undergoing 
this purification, the mind ready bring 
forth the truth contains through set 
well-directed questions. The Socratic Method 
called euristic erotematic because 
assists the discovery the truth already 
existing the mind the pupil. 

teaching religion, the Socratic Method 
should used for the following ends: (1) 
review the preceding lesson. (2) explore 
the student’s mind the notions may have 
the new lesson. (3) discover latent 
errors. (4) summarize and organize the 
lesson. (5) counteract passivity and 
stimulate activity. 


The Sulpician Method and St. 
Salle Method 
Origin 

St. Salle’s catechetical method 
adaptation the school what 
learned and practiced seminarian St. 
Sulpice Seminary. The Catechetical Method 
St. Sulpice owes its origin Father Olier, 
founder the Sulpicians, who, 1642, with 
the aid his seminarians regenerated his 
parish organizing the teaching Christian 
doctrine. 

St. Salle had such great esteem 
and respect for the catechetical method used 
his educators that adopted its 
entirety, adapting school practice what 
was only intended for Sunday school classes. 
Since the two hours assigned Father Olier 
for the weekly lesson were extended four, 
divided into five lessons hour 
weekdays and one lesson hour and 
half Sundays and holydays, this required 
the transposition and lengthening the vital 
parts the Sulpician lesson.

The Gospel and Homily 

This third essential part the method 
infuse into children great personal love 
our Lord, jesus Christ through great 
familiarity with the Gospel text. 

Procedure. (1) number verses the 
Gospels are learned and recited. (2) The 
Gospels the weekday Masses, Sundays, 
holydays are read and carefully explained 
the catechist; this called the homily. 
The sacred text used the source from 
which the catechetical doctrine derived. The 
homily sometimes the reading, explanation, 
and application the life saint. While 
the instruction aims knowledge, the purpose 
the homily develop love. 

This catechetical exercise may account for 
the great devotion St. Salle for 
Holy Scripture; not only prescribes his 
religious ever carry the New Testament 
and read before and after class imbibe 
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its spirit, but the sacred text lays the 
foundation the life faith which the 
spirit his Institute. Students have study 
the most practical maxims the Holy Gospel, 
well the texts marked off for Sundays 
and holydays (see Management the Chris- 
tian Schools).

Method are: the Admonition, the Analyses, 
the Hymns, and the Prayers.

The Leitgedanke Method (Method 

the Guiding Idea) 

This method groups

our Lord; (2) Christ: the Way, the Truth, 
the Life; (3) the Holy Eucharist; (4) the 
Mystical Christ; (5) God us; (6) the Life 
the Church; (7) the liturgy; (8) the 
Kingdom God; (9) the life man; 
(10) our life members the Christian 
community; (11) the stages the life 
man; (12) our march Christian perfection. 


The Munich Method (Psychological 

Stieglitz Method) 

The Munich Method derives the Catholic 
principles from the life experiences the 
students. The lesson begins with story, 
equivalent objective illustration from 
which are abstracted the elements the 
doctrine and which after being combined 
and summed into the catechism answer, 
are formally applied life. Each lesson 
revolves around one theme, series ques- 
tions that complete one another, and which 
can illustrated story from the Bible, 
Church history, the liturgy, daily life. 

The Munich Method may divided into: 
(1) the Lebensschule Method; (2) the Sower 
Method; (3) the Case Method.

Pope Pius XII, one “who has long 
upheld the principle that the idea war 
apt and proportionate means solv- 
ing international conflicts out date” 
and who “has conscientiously striven 
make the Christian and religious mentality 
reject modern war with its monstrous 
means conducting receives 
with joyous enthusiasm, and wishes com- 
plete success to, the common effort under- 
taken with seriousness purpose never 
before known “to smother its germinal 
state any threat isolated collective 
aggression.” 

The peoples the world and their 
leaders are taking seriously and making 
every effort implement the duty which 
theirs, and which the Pope has defined 
thus: “There duty, besides, imposed 
all, duty which brooks delay, 
procrastination, hesitation, subter- 
ban, once and for all, wars aggression 
legitimate solution international dis- 
putes and means toward realizing 
national aspirations.” 

Pope Pius gives interpretation 
what effective world organization such 
now seems the making will do. Noting 
that man’s progress invention, which 
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should have been used exclusively for 
man’s well-being, has been employed in- 
stead destroy all that has been built 
through the ages, goes say: 

“But that very fact the immorality 
the war aggression has been made 
ever more evident. And now, the 
recognition this immorality there 
added the threat judicial interven- 
tion the nations and chastisement 
inflicted the aggressor the society 
states, that war will always subject 
the stigma proscription, always under 
surveillance and liable preventive meas- 
ures, then mankind, emerges from 
the dark night which has been long 
submerged, will able hail the dawn 
new and better era its history.” 

The new order will, naturally, not coun- 
tenance injustice, but, positively, must 
hold out the vanquished well-founded 
hope —not absolutely but commensur- 
ate with their wholehearted coilaboration 
the work reconstruction, that they 
will ultimately admitted the com- 
munity nations full members. This 
translation the hope and the promise 
good will. 

The Holy Father, the light this 
hope, sees the realistic problems the im- 
mediate postwar world. Some the prin- 
cipal positions takes are: 

and all for whom speaks, with 
sense humanity wishes the door closed 
forever the “hell” indelibly stamped 
the memory made the horrors and 
indescribable atrocities this war. 

The people whose government and 
who, perhaps, even partially themselves, 
are responsible for the war should undergo 
the rigors security measures until the 
bonds mutual trust violently broken 
should welded together. 

Justice should meted those who 
have exploited the war situation order 
commit real proved crimes against 
the common law, and for whom military 
necessity was pretext but never justi- 
fication.

Training Teachers 


The Virginia Education Commission 
recommends for that state among other 
things: 

“That education requirements for ele- 
mentary and secondary teachers the 
same, and that substantial improvement 
the compensation provided with equal 
pay for equal qualifications.” 

This policy long urged public edu- 
cation will gather momentum the post-

This, how- 
ever, does not mean that the school cannot 
“stamp” the student with its own character. 
West Point and Annapolis notably 
their field. The Madames the Sacred 
Heart extraordinarily well. Graduate 
work under certain professors shows the 
proper influence. These character results 
are more often the result the system, the 
atmosphere, the “life,” rather 
cifically the instruction. All Religious 
Orders training teachers should study this 
problem carefully and jealous the 
results.

HURCH history history with differ- 
ence. The techniques used teaching 
are those the secular history class and the 
teaching aids are not particularly distinctive. 
Where, then, lies the difference? Obviously, 
the purpose for which the subject taught, 
the results which the instructor seeks 
achieve. 


The Teacher’s Purpose 


course the high school, then church history 
must produce practical results and attitudes 
the student. should give him, first all, 
appreciation and love Christ the 
origin and source power the Church. 
Like all others, this class should Christ 
centered. should show Christ living and 
acting down the centuries the growth 
His Mystical Body. Second, the course should 
try correlate the student’s mind the story 
the Church with what has learned 
secular world history. one has gained much 
from church history unless leaves with 
knowledge how Christianity has molded 
civilization and how, turn, institutions 
the Church have been modified European 
life and culture. But knowledge not all. 
More than ever before, the Catholic high 
school student needs develop just pride 
the glorious history the Church. 
must realize that need not apologize, 
the modern sense the term, for the Church; 
that she has contributed, and today con- 
tributing immensely, the society which 
lives; that not she but the world large 
the debtor. Finally, the student should learn 
see the Church perspective, view the 
present contrast the early centuries, 
rejoice the heritage that his after two 
thousand years growth.

Even with one’s aims definitely crystallized, 
there remains what probably serious prob- 
lem many. Should teach church history 
all separate class the secondary 
level? course, where diocesan regulations 
have spoken they are followed. But 
many high schools have their own religion 
curriculum construct revise, and certainly 
present practice with regard the course 
varied enough leave the administrator 
sea. 

Strong arguments can raised both 
sides the question. Without doubt, 
difficult know where place year’s work 
church history the already crowded high 
school religion program. equally certain, 
however, that, even the Catholic school, 
sufficient time cannot given church 
history the present courses 
history. Teachers world history have 
complete schedule already without adding 
what really separate term’s work. More- 
over, there existing text which covers 
both fields adequately. The question, then, 
simply whether the results teaching 
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church history are essential enough make 
imperative its inclusion the curriculum. 
More and more high schools are answering 
the affirmative. 


Necessary Books 

But are teach church history, the 
next point considered Choice 
text not the least important problem, nor 
the most easily settled. There are number 
good ones had, but none that 
entirely satisfactory for the limited time 
allotted the religion class many our 
schools. Among aids other than the text there 
are several sources that should the 
command every teacher church history. 
For instance, should have access good 
Catholic library with the Catholic Encyclo- 
pedia and such writers the Catholic revival 
Chesterton and Belloc heading the list. 

Methods the teaching church history 
not differ greatly from those which able 
teacher uses secular history. Such devices 
the time line, either chalk wire 
along the blackboard, help visualize relation- 
ships. Stories from the teacher’s own back- 
ground reading aid making people and 


events live for the students. This especially 
valuable church history because the 
long period time which must covered 
and the importance making the saints vivid 
the children motivating ideals. 


The Teacher Guide 


The teacher does well, also, especially 
conscious the value showing how history 
does, does not, repeat itself. case 
point take last spring’s unfortunate episode 
the priest who made unauthorized trip 
Russia consult with political leaders there. 
The students readily saw how modern speed 
communication helped solve difficulty 
which medieval days might have become 
full-grown schism. 

One last point: When should the church- 
history course taught? Several factors tend 
indicate that fits best into the junior 
year. Certainly should not come before the 
students have had opportunity contact 
general world history. Neither most teach- 
ers feel practical for the seniors, since they 
consider study Christian morals more 
necessary for those soon leave the Cath- 
olic school, many them for the last time. 
Junior year, then, seems the best spot 
for the church-history course. 

Whenever taught, indeed whether 
not taught, somehow its aims must 
achieved, for they are part the aims the 
whole religion curriculum: show Christ 
the source and moving power Catholicism; 
and foster real pride the Church, past 
and present.

Fine Living 
Leslie Dunkin 


SHALL never forget what third-grade 
teacher taught concerning “fine liv- 
ing,” she called it, even though this day 
cannot remember her name nor very much 
what she taught the regular subjects. 
She presented living” attractively that 
have never ceased trying have myself 
everywhere ever since then. She emphasized 
many different ways, “If you have fine 
living, you will always fine boys girls.” 
The fine part about the way she did was 
that she wove these supplementary instruc- 
tions cleverly into the various days’ pro- 
grams that she did not have sacrifice any 
time efforts from the progress the 
regular subjects. Fine living was easy habit 
for her and she wanted the same for 
all the pupils her classes from year year. 
Whenever spare minute more appeared 
the day’s activities, whether planned 
not, she put fine living into quick action 
informal talks, discussion, dramatization, 
any other possible way. When brief change 
was necessary for the boys and girls, she 
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would snap short minute two fine- 
living efforts. Then, rested though they had 
had complete rest period, the’ boys and 
girls would return their regular subjects 
with new zest and, best all, with increased 
knowledge. Never was long period time 
used. She had all planned for quick, short, 
but effective efforts. Thus interest was kept 
high interesting point for the pupils. 

She laid strong general foundation for all 
possible applications fine living, explain- 
ing that love personal respect was the 
motive driving force back all phases 
it. When person loves has respect for 
others, she will try what best 
every moment with them. 

teacher never ran out ideas mate- 
rial for her fine-living efforts. She was familiar 
with the daily contacts her boys and girls 
would have with others, starting the school- 
room, and continuing through their homes 
other people elsewhere, play work. She 
knew how they might do, not trained other- 
wise, and also how they should that 
everybody would proud them. These 
provided endless reserve from which she 
could draw point used for the imme- 
diate opportunity. 

Her daily observing eye provided supply 
“fresh” ideas problems. When she would 
see situation the immediate lives 
the present class, would not long before 
this would worked skillfully into her fine- 
living plans, without revealing where she got 
the original suggestion, especially might 
embarrassing some child the class. 

Conversations with parents her pupils 
produced fine-living needs suggestions for 
her efforts, especially where she had oppor- 
tunity explain what she was trying 
for their children. Some mother father 
would volunteer home problems with their 
boy girl. teacher would touch these 
enough change them that the child 
question would not detect that this point 
was particularly for him her. 

Reports complaints from people living 
the neighborhood the school concerning 
the actions the children their way 
and from school, another timely 
supply suggestions for fine living. Here she 
made greater efforts conceal the source 
the suggestions and yet, the same time, 
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impress the boys and girls under her 
the finer way live with others. 


She might ask question and urge the boys 


and girls ready later time with 
answer. This question might expressed 
this way, “What would you do, 
The personal inquiry might expressed “How 
would you ...... double question might 
add the inquiry “Why?” 

She would casually drop sheet paper, 
her handkerchief something else while pass- 
ing member her class, especially boy. 
She was ready notice whether the nearest 
boy child was quick pick for her. 
more than one started this, they 
would have the question which should 
and what the others should then. 
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She would ask one two her pupils 
take parts brief dramatized situation, 
such boy and girl passing through 
door, pupil walking along carrying large 
books packages when another 
pupil appears, going the same direction, 
some other the many possible situations 
opportunities daily life. 

times she would make rough sketch 
the blackboard the personal problem 
opportunity, help the boys and girls 
visualize it. Then would come the thought- 
provoking question. use their vivid 
imaginations would complete the details 
event. This was true particularly 
with home scenes and experiences. 

Important points were repeated with help- 
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ful frequency until these expressions fine 
living were second nature for the boys and 
girls they would continue grow 
manhood and womanhood. 

Observations reports fine living were 
used with brief effective comments 
teacher without arousing any personal jeal- 
ousies between pupils her room. Names 
were omitted and the incident reported was 
changed enough conceal any local identity, 
without spoiling the desired point being 
mentioned. 

She adapted efforts the 
ages the boys and girls her immediate 
room. Practically all the points used could 
adapted quite easily any school age 
with profit and effective results.

God, man, and matter, and their right rela- 
tionship are the basis all living the 
fullest, richest, sanest, and holiest living. What 
subject can help high school student estab- 
lish these right relationships better than 
course biology well taught from well 
organized and integrated text? 

high school student impressed with 
scholarly pseudo-scholarly author, who 
takes pages and pages verbose introduction 
too scientific nature make, what 
thinks, impressive introduction his 
subject. Modern students are accustomed 
streamlined methods; they like their topics 
presented with the psychology modern 
advertising: immediate, factual, colorful. 
text, this need not exclude thoroughness and 
truth. Texts that are cocksure the field 
science too long winded and evasive, fail 
impress serve the purpose establishing 
the mind the students right principles, 
right attitudes for right Christian living. 

Since genuine science and genuine religion 
are but two different viewpoints the same 
thing, one looking from creatures God 
and the other looking from God creatures, 
biology text that refuses acknowledge 
God the author all things, not fit 
placed into the hands our boys and 
girls, any more than car three wheels 
fit put into the hands driver. 
Neither will function. While modern text- 
book biology must attractive 
possible, must text from which stu- 
dents can acquaint themselves with the right 
relationships that exist among God, man, and 
matter. 


Automatic Machines 


Now the right procedure: Biology can 
made very, very interesting. Let take 
few instances from the human body. What 
would happen were forget close 
the eyelid order lubricate the eye, 
swallow saliva change the air pressure 
the Eustachian tube, inhale air 
beats regularly, regulate peristaltic move- 
ments the digestive tract, lubricate the 
joints before they begin squeak? all these 
activities were under the control our will, 
would have precious little time left 
tend anything else.

The 
respiratory and digestive systems can made 
equally interesting that the heart. 
Contrast the nimble fish with clumsy sub- 
marine, the graceful horse with the best 
model car, the bird with airplane. What 
poor imitations God’s handicraft! Inter- 
esting! Try biology somewhat dull class 
and see for yourself. children are too slow 
mastering course physics with its 
heavy mathematics problems, they will get 
through biology course and carry away 
skills that last through life. 


First Things First 


While teaching biology class the right 
relationships among God, man, and matter, 
children are told that bacteria eat waste 
material, protozoa eat the bacteria, water 
fleas eat the protozoa, minnows eat water 
fleas, fish eat minnows, and lastly man eats 
the fish. This proves them that their bodies 
are taken from earth and they become in- 
clined humble before their Maker. 
contrast, then, their immortal souls become 
all the more precious and they will learn 
put First Things First. Heaven rather than 
earth will seem worthy their solicitude. 
From another viewpoint these boys and girls 
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can taught consider themselves temples 
God and they will know how respect 
the human body. biology student, 
rightly taught, will ever destroy life any 
form, without good cause.

Wall Hangings 


American Junior Red Cross clubs organized 
throughout the schools during the war period 
have given full scope imaginative and 
ingenious, children utilizing their spare time 
create artistic and worth-while gifts for 
their many beneficiaries. 

The most unusual activity our club last 
year came the result donation 
several yards used monks cloth. Since 
the material did not seem suitable for lap 
robes pillow covers, decided that 
might converted into some very bright 
wall hangings, had been advised that 
there was great need for such articles 
camp hospitals. 

first were some doubt the 
type decoration which could put 
such hangings. Yarn embroidery patch- 
work pictures would good, but finally 
decided that pictures designs made with 
paint dye would more colorful. 

Our next problem was the application 
the color the monks cloth which was 
very heavy weave. After some experimenta- 
tion, was found that satisfactory results 
could obtained the use stencils and 
spatter gun using medium dissolved 
broken paint Regular spatter paint 
was too expensive for such large pictures 
and poster paint did not produce the desired 
effect dyed cloth. 

The problem preparing the stencils was 
not difficult, the children were acqainted 
with the process making spatter pictures. 
was decided that rather simple figures 
designs would made. sail boat was the 
first pattern finished. was drawn minia- 
ture, then painted the completed hanging 
would be. There was small formal design

ordinary crayons, but paint crayons which are 
soluble water. 


border around the margin the picture. 

After the size the wall hanging was 
decided upon, plan was drawn large 
piece heavy brown wrapping paper. The 
monks cloth was cut and hemmed that when 
completed was the same size the brown 
paper. There was two-and-a-half-inch hem 
the top; the bottom was fringed. Two 
pupils prepared the cloth while others cut the 
stencils with razor-blade cutter. 

large piece brown paper was then 
tacked bulletin board protect from 
the paint. Then the cloth and, finally, the 
pieces the stencil were added. The cloth 
was pulled rather tightly keep from 
wrinkling later when the paint would 
added. 

The spatter gun was made ready with the 
paint. Then, with the miniature hand for 
constant reference, the stencil pieces were 
removed each color was applied and re- 
placed soon the spot had dried. 
using the spatter gun, care had taken 
prevent too much paint from being sprayed 
one time any one area the colors 
would run. good strong tint was obtained 
giving each space dyed several 
light coats leaving moment two between 
each for the liquid dry. the colors 
the border were included the picture, both 
were completed the same time. Finishing 
touches were added with ordinary paint 
brush after all the stencil pieces had been 
removed. When the hanging was completed, 
was left the board until thoroughly dry. 

Many colorful pictures and designs were 
made the children, who were most inter- 
ested this Red Cross activity. hoped 
that their bright wall hangings will bring 
much cheerful comfort those for whom 
they were prepared they have already 
given inspirational pleasure their creators.

Another situation where halves may 
worked group lesson the schoolwork 
the first grade uses sheets the paper 
ordinarily passed out for classwork.

Making Half Sheets 


Perhaps for lesson the pupil needs only 
half the space such sheet. Then paper 
should passed half the pupils, alter- 
nate seats, and the pupils getting the paper 
are directed fold from the bottom edge 
over the top edge make the two pieces 
exactly alike, and then they are told crease 
the fold with the fingernail that when the 
paper opened can torn apart the 
fold make two equal pieces, each half 
the sheet paper. course the crease has 
tear straight across. The pupils are directed 
after the tearing compare the two parts, 
laying one back upon the other, see 
they are the same size. this time the 
teacher will have noted those who have not 
torn straight across. The class are asked 
tell whether the two pieces some child 
which correct are halves and why. After 
the statements that the two pieces are just 
alike, are the same bigness, the teacher 
calls attention some that have been torn 
crookedly, and some those which were not 
laid properly that the crease was the 
wrong place, those which were not creased 
hard enough that they did not tear straight. 
Questions are asked these are halves and 
why not. Then the children who did not suc- 
ceed producing halves are given fresh 
sheets paper and careful directions, perhaps 
little help those who lack muscular con- 
trol, and they try again. 

Sheets paper thus divided not make 
halves that are evident the eye are 
those circles apples. They are there- 
fore step toward the abstract conception 
half. The previous experience with apples, 
bananas, and rings, however, 
meaning clear the pupils that they take 
the mental step necessary. After the tearing 
and the desired discussion halves and 
stories about them told the pupils, the 
papers are used for the lesson for which they 
were prepared. 

later lesson may require long narrow 
strip paper, for writing some list 
words penmanship for some other pur- 
pose. Then the alternate pupils receiving the 
sheets paper are directed fold them from 
left right (or right left), that the 
edges meet, and then crease fold down the 
middle the sheet. When this paper 
torn the same questions regard halves 
are asked, and the pupils who again fail are 
assisted try again.

Indeed the teacher should see that all 
such cases the paper made into halves 
used for lesson.

not just tearing lesson produce halves, 
but lesson produce half sheets paper 
used. 

later lesson the teacher should plan 
uses for three-cornered triangular piece 
paper. For this each pupil provided with 
square sheet paper which directed 
fold from one corner the opposite corner, 
crease, and tear off. Then directed lay 
one three-cornered piece upon the other 
see whether they are equal. The teacher asks 
whether the two are halves the sheet 
paper the pupil had before the tearing. The 
discussion the two halves the same 
bigness carried before, and the 
pupils tell stories about their sheets and their 
halves, and again made clear that the 
two parts are the same bigness, that there 
are two halves whole sheet, and that 
whole sheet makes two halves. Then the 
triangular pieces should put use 
lesson for which they are prepared. 

Later oblong sheets should treated 
the same way, folding from one corner 
the opposite corner, creasing and tearing. Then 
compare the two pieces one part has 
turned around fit the other.

Two Equal Parts 


these exercises the pupils get the cor- 
rect idea halves two equal parts the 
same thing, without being given formal 
definition fraction, or, for that matter, 
using the word fraction. This formal term, 
fraction, not mentioned the teacher 
the first grade, unless some child who has 
heard elsewhere mentions that halves are 
called fractions; then the teacher should 
agree course. Here, and the second 
grade also, halves and other fractions are 
called parts. half one two equal parts.

patterns three four different sizes, some 
quite small and some quite large, with, 
course, several who have the same size. When 
these have marked around form 
circles paper and the result cut out and 
then folded make halves, and then each 
half labeled writing half inside it, 
they are cut torn apart. After having the 
class recall that half one two equal 
parts ring, certain children are chosen 
whose circles were the same size compare 
their halves; that is, Mary’s half circle, 
the cutting has been good, the same size 
John’s. The question then asked whether 
John’s ring from which the half was cut 
the same bigness Mary’s ring was be- 
fore she cut into halves. They put the 
halves together and compare the wholes and 
find they are. Then two others are chosen 
whose rings are not the same size. They find 
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that the half Jane’s ring which was small 
not the same the half Ellen’s ring 
which was large. These then compare their 
rings when whole and find the difference. The 
conclusion then arrived that the two 
halves anything are the same size the 
two halves equal thing, but, the wholes 
are not the same size, their halves are not. 
However, this aspect should not driven 
too hard. After presented, let the effects 
work silently. The halves each child can 
then colored and mounted and set for 
inspection, where the facts the differing 
size the halves different objects will 
appear the eye, and little more need 
said about this grade, unless some 
circumstance the grade life brings 
notice. 

Exercises like the last discussed should not, 
course, given until late the first grade 
after much other work halves has taken 
place. All the while, from the very first, the 
teacher should watching for opportunities 
for practical application halves their 
lives and work. Sheets paper and even 
circles rings cut into halves are best 
more formal than the halving actual ob- 
jects for specific purpose; but, 
occasions for these school 
limited, the use the other 
described additional opportunity bring 
halves the children’s attention place 
where they are used for some purpose. 
Children the home have more opportunities 
for contacts with halves actual objects, 
half piece pie, half pear, half 
stick candy, etc. After the lessons school 
these experiences will register their neu- 
rones with much stronger effect than 
they had not had them. Then, too, every 
teacher knows, children’s home environments 
differ greatly their possibilities for sup- 
plying educational concepts, well 
the parental attitude toward the child’s school 
life. Last but not least, there are vast dif- 
ferences children’s ability profit from in- 
cidents their surroundings. The more the 
teacher directs his attention toward certain 
points the more the duller child well the 
brighter will profit from his out-of-school 
experiences.

Finger-Paint Poster 
Altmann 


Have you ever used finger paint? course, 
hear you say. Have you ever made poster 
using finger paint the medium? would like 
to, but never have found finger-paint paper 
large enough. did not 
paper. Wrapping paper served the purpose. 

Let tell you about our poster. Tables 
were pushed together and the wrapping paper 
for the poster put top them. The 
children wet the paper with our watering can. 
Water was allowed soak into the paper but 
not stand little puddles top. The children 
were asked what they would like put 
their poster. Different things were suggested. 
was decided that trees and houses would 
the easiest things make. After the chil- 
dren put their smocks, they went work. 
First they took stick and put some the 
blue paint the paper. Then they smoothed 
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all out. The blue paint represented the sky. 
Green paint was put the poster and made 
smooth. Then the children took their fingers 
and made designs the grass. made the 
ground look rather hilly. The green paint was 
spread one third the poster and met 
the blue paint which came down two thirds 
the way. Never have the horizon directly 
the middle the paper. Have above 
below the center. With stick spatula 
put some red paint where you want paint 
house. Paint the house with the fingers and 
hand. The house will reddish purple be- 
cause red and blue make purple. Put yellow 
paint the poster for the other house. You 
will find this house will yellowish green 
because yellow and blue make green. little 
bit black paint used for the smoke 
coming out the chimneys. The trees were 
made with black paint. The fingers were 
used make the trees. The trees the back- 
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ground were made with little red and black 
paint. This combination made the trees look 
like they really were the distance. After 
the picture dry, fasten place with 
thumb tacks. Your class will proud it. 

you have never done finger painting 
before, here are few hints how use 
the medium. The paper must wet all 
times but all excess water should drained 
off. Smooth out wrinkles and air-bubbles gently 
with one hand and with the other lift the 
corners the paper let the air escape. 
Use spatula stick put paint 
the paper. With the whole hand, circular 
movements, rub the paint smooth and cover 
the paper area that you want that color. 
the paint feels dry sprinkle few drops 
water it. Wet paint and wet paper give 
better contrasts and more pleasing textures. 
Now for the way use your hand and arm. 
For smooth background cover the paper 
with even vertical horizontal strokes using 
the hand forearm. Foliage can made 
upward strokes the fleshy part the 
palm and the little finger. For other effects, 
pat the paint with various parts the hand 
arm, draw wriggling lines with the fingers, 
for wavy motion, use the entire hand. Use 
the thumb for wiping out broad lines. Little 
fingers will make little shells. soon the 
children start using the paint, they will find 
many uses for their fingers painting with 
finger paint. The children like use the 
medium because gives them much free- 
dom. they not like their picture they 
can smooth all out and start over again. 
One thing watch for that they not 
smooth out their picture too many times, 
because, soon the paint becomes dry, 
they will not able make any picture 
all. Colors may blended adding one 
top the other. Pure color may 
obtained wiping out the background with 
the fingers paint rag. better 
work with one color until the technique be- 
comes familiar. spraying with clear shellac, 
finger paint designs can made permanent 
and washable.

Whatsoever you do, however simple the 
deed be, respect another’s right 
fulfill another’s need is, religion under- 
stands it, act neighborly love. Thus 
understood, love neighbor not something 
carried out only occasionally, from time 
time; something carried out continuously, 
hourly, every minute were. Every truth- 
ful word you utter, matter how routine 
affair, respecting your neighbor’s right 
truth. Every time you pay your streetcar 
fare settle for even trivial purchase, you 
respect his right his property. Whenever 
you drive carefully busy thoroughfare, 
you respect his right life and limb. 

you keep your radio toned down shut 
off betimes out consideration for the 
people the next apartment, you help fulfill 
your neighbor’s need, for rest and quiet. 
just passing the bread salt table, you 
help “feed the you 
cooking the meal washing the dishes. All 
the minor daily things call courtesy, con- 
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sideration, thoughtfulness, generosity are, 
the most literal sense, love neighbor. 

Likewise under love neighbor comes 
whatever you your daily work, from 
homemaking farming, plying trade, 
following business profession, provided 
only that the vocation honest one. For 
all honest work respects some right fulfills 
some need others. Parents, for instance, 
feed the hungry, clothe the naked, give 
shelter, care for the sick, and instruct and 
counsel.

NEW ORLEANS SCHOOL REPORT 

The ninth annual report the schools the 
Archdiocese New Orleans, presenting statistics 
for the school year 1943-44, was issued some 
time ago Rev. Henry Bezou, superin- 
tendent. Total enrollment was 45,208, net gain 
2308 over the previous year. The increase was 
the number reported rural schools, and 
especially the schools for Negro children. The 
total increase was 8.6 per cent, and the increase 
white schools only 4.4 per cent. 

Heretofore, only seven grades have been re- 
quired elementary schools the state, but, 
this year, Archbishop Rummel, announced that 
parochial schools must offer the eighth grade 
wherever the public schools have and ad- 
vises eighth grade even the public schools 
the community not have it.

The Post-War World Committee the Cath- 
olic Association for International Peace recently 
issued report summarizing the reasons for its 
opposition compulsory military service time 
peace.

service, the desirable means since other 
means are available.” 

The report cites Pope Benedict XV’s proposal, 
the end World War urging “the suppres- 
sion, common agreement, among 
nations compulsory service” and his advocacy 
universal boycott against the nation which 
should seek set compulsory military 
service.” 

Criticism conscription moral grounds 
set forth under five heads follows: 

brought about “the modern mass army and total 
warfare.”

University Presidents’ View 


The presidents prominent secular univer- 
sities have sent letter President Roosevelt 
opposing the enactment peacetime conscription 
this time, saying:

favor whatever measures may necessary 
insure our adequate defense and give mili- 
tary and naval strength commensurate with our 
international commitments the postwar world. 
Compulsory military training is, however, only 
one several measures such program.
